Hi all, 


If you're a boatanchor (especially Tekronix) purist then maybe you'd 
better not read on... 


I've done the unspeakable - I've modified a Tektronix 535A ‘scope to try 
and "improve" it. 


Let me explain. 


These ‘scopes have a direct coupled balanced vertical amplifier 
consisting of a long-tailed pair of 12BY7(A)'s feeding a pair of 6DJ8 
cathode follower triodes and then a pair of 6CL6 finals driving the 
deflection plates through a delay line. Others have written lovingly of 
the elegance of this design. The inputs are arranged to have a 
deflection factor of 100 mV per CM and are elevated to +67 volts. This 
menas that the plugins have to supply a balanced signal of +/- 300 mV 
elevated at +67 volts to fill the screen. A typical plugin will have a 
limited vertical shift range but unless the vertical amp is balanced it 
may not work properly. The vertical amp in the '35A ‘scope has a gain 


preset which is set to give the proper gain (deflection factor), but 
unlike later Teks of the 500 series, no DC balance control. 


In the days when this 'scope was cutting edge technology you balanced 
the vertical amp by ordering a pair of matched 12BY7(A)'s from Tek. We 
no longer have this luxury. 12BY7's are quite expensive as they were 
used as drivers in several vacuum tube transceivers of the 1960's. 
Keeping a dozen or so for matching is an expensive luxury. I suppose we 
should be thankful they are not subject to audiophoole idolatry or they 
would be entirely out of reach. 


What all this means is that I had to add a DC shift control to the 
vertical amp in my '35A. Like all things in electronics, this involved a 
compromise. I added a 100 ohm pot bridged with 47 ohms between the 
cathodes of the input tubes and fed the long tail to the wiper. Each 
tube got an individual cathode-to-suppressor 470K resistor (as in the 
545A). There was spare hole in the chassis in just the right spot for a 
little bracket to hold the pot. 


The good part: 


No drilling and the mod is reversible. 

. An adjustment range of about +/- 500 mV 

. All my plugins now work properly with a useable vertical shift. 

. The pot I used has a date code of 1952 so it's sort of appropriate. 


BWNPR 


The bad part: 


1. A slight reduction in gain, but able to be brought to spec with the 
preset. Weaker 12BY7's may not be able to cut it. 


2. A slight reduction in CMRR due to the slightly differing operating 
points of the two tubes - still pretty good however and may not be a 
problem depending on the plugin. 


3. I have known Sin. Who knows where this will lead..:-0

Time to again laud those folks who gave us a legion of pretty good FCV-2 
VHF converter boards back in the ‘50s and ‘60s. 


But they made lots of other interesting thigs, too. 


I am probably the world's leading collector of the STP-50 modular 6M TX 
from 1958. Fate delt me three of the things plus separate modulators and 
even one of the specail matching aluminium cases for the FCV-2 converter 
board (STP-M1 to be exact.). 


Don Stoner, W6TNS, used a frist model FCV-1 converter (6AK5, 636), plus 
a rarish FO-6 (6U8 oscillator board) to make a 6M transceiver based ona 
BC-5 3-6 mc Command Set RX in the March '57 CQ, and that was about the 
time (QST Feb. '57 p 114) we began to see adds for the little 2-tube 
transmitter board. That one was called the T-12 and if we could find any 
of the literature on it it would rise again on the QRP frequencies. 


There is no special book about International Crystal, save the magazine 
sized catalogs I am also seeking, but the company offered modular 11M 
equipment when that was legal and, they say, a series of v. tube reciever 
parts called "AOL," of all things. I have never seen one. 


But I hope to. One of my tasks, besides keeping an in trust reference 
collection on Tecraft and serving as scribe for the L'il LuLu 6M TXs, is 
to get the literature on this stuff together. I have a lot of it already 
and can often help on IDs and manuals. But if you have any ICM stuff, or 
any stories about, please let me know.

Most generators are relatively high-impedance devices, and since the 
synchronous short-circuit current is about equal to the full load current, 
it can operate without damage short-circuited because it is heat (I squared 
R) limited. This is, however, a useless operating condition. I have never 
seen a generator with internal overload protection, but you will see motors 
with thermal overload protection built-in. When you short the generator, 
you get one current loop of short-circuit current (the sub-transient value), 
and the magnetic field collapses because of the no-voltage short-circuit, 
and the only voltage generated is internal to the generator. 


Transformers, for comparison, are mostly low impedance devices, and 
short-circuit current is many times rated current. Also being heat-limited, 
continuous short-circuit operation leads to very short useful life. 
Distribution transformers, for example, can be as low as 2.5% Z; thus 
short-circuit current is 40 times full load current rating. 


There are electromechanical forces associated with short-circuit operation, 
mostly due to those high current loops, but I don't think they are a problem 
for small machines. In large machines the results can be dramatic, with end 
turns pushed out, windings distorted, (they try to go circular) etc. 


For hard numbers we really need the characteristics of the specific machine, 
but these are good generalizations.

Richard Brunner wrote: 


I take you to mean that all small generators are capable of withstanding a 
continuous short circuit condition becasue of inherent design 
characteristics or do they have load disconnect overload protection of some 
sort built in? Please expand on this. Thanks." 


Most generators are relatively high-impedance devices, and since the 
synchronous short-circuit current is about equal to the full load current, 
it can operate without damage short-circuited because it is heat (I squared 
R) limited. 


I think you mean NOT heat limited... 


Most alternators have a high steady state series reactance of around 100 
percent or 1 pu (*). This is high enough to limit the short circuit 
current. In contrast, a DC machine will have a low armature resistance 
and will be capable of thermal damage under overload conditions. The 
transient behaviour is something else again - there are several 
transient reactances which make analysis of instantaneous short circuit 
currents more complicated. These can indeed be very high as Richard 
mentioned and cause electromagnetic damage as well as nasty voltage 
transients, mechanical transients on the prime mover and all sorts of 
nasty secondary effects. 


Hence breakers etc are not there to protect the machine from burning up 
but of course may be required to protect the load if the alternator is 
capable of producing more current than the load needs for its good 
health.

(x) Percent or pu = "per unit" referring to rated voltage/rated current. 
The pu system is used in power engineering as a way of comparing 
measured quantities to machine ratings. Thus you will see impedances etc 
quoted as a percentage value.
